The fuel shortage, according to 
many coal dealers, is directly the re- 
sult of inadequate railway facilities.

amount of data on trade opportunities 
in Asiatic Turkey for America. He 
spent more than three weeks in An- 
gora, where Kemal! treated him as his 
personal guest and described the 
boundless opportunities for American 
capital. 
« “ We invite American business men, 
who are the only tradesmen of the 
world. We trust they will come to 
Anatolia and show us how to exploit 
our resources on what you Americans 
call a fifty-fifty basis,” Kemal told Mr. 
Bourbon. 

“The Turks do not trust the Brit- 
ish, French, and Italian investors. 
Under no circumstances will Turkey 
grant concessions to foreign investors, 
but they will give to American in- 
vestors broad privileges and guaran- 
tees. We want America to build rail- 
roads, traction lines, electric light 
plants, and telephone systems partic- 
ularly. Our general principle will be 
to demand half the profits.

Yeclaration of a 400 per cent stock 
ividend by the Standard Oil Com- 
many of New Jersey, nnd the perpen- 
iicular rise that issue has recently ex- 
verienced in trading conducted on the 
New York stock exchange, has di- 
rected attention to the vast increase 
n wéalth resulting to the large hold- 
2rs of the issue. 

Last year the Standard Oil of New 


‘ fersey stock sold at a little less than 


3125.00 a share. Last night, before 
the stock exchange had _ definite 
knowledge that the company proposed 


‘to distribute to its shareholders a big 


stock dividend, it sold above $241, an 
nerease in market value of slightly 
more than $116 a share in the last year. 

A stock list of the company of re- 
cent date shows John D. Rockefeller 


' Jr. to be a holder of 38,970 shares of 


the preferred stock and 452,080 shares 
of the common stock. 

Disregarding the probable effect on 
the market price of the issue the dec- 
laration of the big stock dividend is 
likely to have, it is indicated, that dur- 
ing the last year the holdings of 
Rockefeller Jr. in Standard Oil of New 
Jersey common shares alone have in- 
creased slightly more than $52,000,000 
in value. 

When the government started its 
dissolution suit against the company 
in 1907, John D. Rockefeller held in 
his own name 247,692 out of the exist- 
ing 983,383 shares. But judging by the 
latest stock list he no longer directly 
owns even one share. 

In the accompanying table, there 
is given a list of the largest or the 
best known holders of Standard Oil of 
New Jersey stock, together with the 
increase in the market value of their 
holdings. The University of Chicago, 
with $2,320,000, is included.

ITS TERROR; HEAT 
WILL KILL IT 


Washington, Oct. 12—An exhaustive 
investigation over a period of several 
years by the medical schools of Har- 
vard, the University of California and 
Stanford university, in codperation 
with the United States public health 
service, has determined that the food 
poisoning known as botulism may be 
avoided by the proper amount of heat- 
ing, it was announced today by the 
National Canners’ association at whose 
request the investigation was made. 

A report made to the board of direc- 
tors of the association in Washington 
deciared that the research has proven 
“that all canned foods, whether pre- 
pared at home or in a large factory, 
are safe if heated for the time that 
has been scientifically determined.” 

“ This research work,” it was stated, 
“has occupied thirty scientifiC men 
with a corps of helpers since the sen- 
sational botulism outbreak in 1919, but 
as a result of the investigation botul- 
ism is no longer a mystery, for it has 
finally been conquered by heat.”’ 


Heat the Only Remedy. 

“The only means of sterilizing 
canned food is by heat,” it was said. 
“After the can is sealed the proper 
application of heat destroys the bac- 
teria that grow on all fresh food, In 
order to make canned food safe, it was 
necessary to learn the exact amount 
of heat necessary to kill botulism in 
every kind of food. The influence of 
heat was studied under all possible 
conditions. 

“ Sausages were formerly supposed 
to be the chief source of botulism, but 
it is now known that botulism exists

UNIFORMITY IN COLOR OF EGGS 

HELPS SOLVE MARKET TROUBLE 

ARMERS up in Wisconsin who 

keep poultry are working on the 

theory that if all the neighbors in 

a@ community keep the same 

breed of chickens and produce eggs 

uniform in size and color they will have 

gone a long ways toward solving some 
of their troubles in marketing. 

Egg rings have been established in 
four counties, Jefferson, Portage, Ju- 
neau and Gconto. Others probably will 
be established soon. In each one of 
the neighborhoods farmers promote one 
breed of chickens in order to have uni- 
form eggs that can be sold to the 
trade at a premium price. This same 
principle can be applied to every com- 
munity in the country. 

J. B. Hayes of the University of Wis- 
consin is distributing 200 cockerels to 
members of the egg rings. Two hun- 
dred cockerels have been put in the 
farmers’ flocks in Oconto county. It 
is believed that the sire is half the flock 
and the poultry can soon be greatiy 
improved by using well bred cockerels. 

Mr. Hayes thinks that by first estab- 
lishing the breed much of the grief in 
market work can be eliminated. When 
the farmers in a community all produce 
| like eggs they have no difficulty.
